Olga Talamante, the Gilroy woman who spent 17 i 
i terror-filled months in an Argentine prison, says she 
, fears the military coup there will make living 
conditions in Argentina even worse for the poor. 

; ‘Tm really worried about the people now.” Miss 
1 Talamante said in an interview yesterday as she spent 
i hpr first day of freedom with family, friends and a 
•| barrage of telephone calls from the media. 

j ?' “1 don’t think the new government will make any 
i difference,” she said, noting that the first thing the 
( military did when it overthrew Isabel Peron last 
, Wednesday was to impose total censorship and cut off 
i travel (since restored) to and from Argentina. 

. The same sort of repression was typical of the 
I overthrown Peronist regime, Miss Talamante noted. 

i The 26 : year-old University of California honor 
1 graduate admittedly had little time to assess the new- 
political climate in Argentina as she was whisked out of 
i tile country in the aftermath of the U.S. government’s

\ , She was spirited out of Argentina (arriving in San 

j Francisco Sunday night) almost without a word being 
; spoken to her, Miss Talamante said. 

I “1 was never told I was being brought home, not 
until I got to the airport which was two days after 1 had ' 

. left the Azul jail (Thursday),” she said: 

She was flown by small plane from Azul, a cattle ' 
town 250 miles southwest of Buenos Aires, to the 
Argentine capital, then placed in a federal jail. 

“I was kept overnight in jail there ... then in the 
, afternoon of the next day. (I w’as taken) to the airport 
; Before that, I really didn’t know r where I was being 
taken.” 

She was isolated from other prisoners throughout 
the trip, she said, and her guards were ordered not to 
talk tn^her. Nor did she see a U.S. consuJar offieial until j

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i Despite that. Miss Talamante said. Sunday,*the day ' s 
i she arrived home, was the “the best day of my*life.” ( ’^ 

She and 13 others • had been arrested .while :

* in Argentina for a year, working as a tutor in a ; 0 
community center in Azul “helping the kids.'’ * y ^ 

1 The Argentine government claimed she and the 1^ g 
Argentines were members of a leftwing terrorist group b 
and were in possession of subversive literature. 

Miss Talamante denied she and her friends had p 
guns (evidence presented at her trial, in fact, indicated w 
the guns were planted by police) and said that under aj 
the Peron government “any literature at. all was pi 
considered subversive literature." i 

Handcuffed and blindfolded, they were . held . hi 
without food for four days in the Azul jail, .during. b< 
which time she and the others were tortured, she said. -— 

* A confession later used against her in her trial was j 
extracted, she said, when police applied electric prods 
• to her breasts .and genitals, first while she was clothed, 
then while she was nude and tied spread-eagle on a,bed. 

It was almost 10 months later when she was finally 
formally tried and sentenced to three years in prison. 
Before and since, a defense committee in the Bay Area 
\ and a handful of U.S. senators and representatives 
were active in pressuring the State Department to p;)ess 
, for her release.

. Talamante said the U.S. Embassy officials who met her 
?X the Buenos Aires airport just told her that they had 
been told to go to the airport. They did not elaborate, 
she said. 

Miss Talamante was guarded in her criticism of 
American consular officials in Argentina. Her support¬ 
ers in the U.S. have bitterly complained that U.S. 
officials were doing little to help her. 

, She received an estimated 14 visits over the 17 1 
months of imprisonment from consular officials, she 
said. “Every time they came to see me, they told me • 
they really Wouldn't do anything about getting me out 
. .'.that they were doing everything they could. 7 ’ * 

Though she was arrested on Nov. 10, she said she 
was not visited by an American official until a day or 
two after her birthday on Dec. 3. It was still several 
days later, she said, that consular officials sent a doctor 
to look at her injuries from the beatings.

Her ordeal under the regime of 
Isabel Peron began in Azul, a cattle 
town of about 20,000, on Nov. 11, 
1974, ,w$ien she was seized with a 
number of Argentine students and 


charged with possession of two , 
guns and “subversive literature.” . 

Miss Talamante, a naturalised J 
U.S. citizen and a graduate of the 
University of California at Saiita 
Cruz, originally had gone to Argen-- 
tina in 1973 on a student trip. She j 
remained there and worked as a 1 
tutor in a missionary school. 

“We never had any guns,” she , 
said. “We never had any literature. * 
They were planted by the police. 1 
The same two guns were used to . 
plant on other persons they wanted 
to seize.” . 

As for the allegedly subversive 
literature, “at that time almost 
anything not printed by the govern¬ 
ment was considered subversive.” 
Her arrest came four days after 
Mrs. Peron declared a “state of 
siege” existed in the country and ; 
prohibited meetings of five or more , 
persons. 

“I was blindfolded and tor¬ 
tured for two days and the police 
forced me to sign a confession.” 
Electric shocks were administered 
to sensitive parts of her body, she 
said, including her groin arfd

In sharp contrast to the town 
arid the military base, Azul prison is 
a ^ramshackle, crumbling structure 
iri an unkempt setting. Chickens, 
i donkeys and stray dogs wander 
j around the dirt paths which lead up 
to the prison doors. Shabbily 
dressed guards come and go or 
antique bicycles. 

The shanty homes scattered 
around the prison area mark where 
Talamante’s troubles began. She 
had been working with leftist 
Peronist youths from Azul doing 
political organizing among 
slumdwellers. This group of acti¬ 
vists came to be regarded as 
troublemakers. 

Talamante, whose Mexican- 
American parents are former mi¬ 
grant farm laborers, had done some 
organizing for Cesar Chavez’s Unit¬ 
ed Farm Workers while attending 
|be University of California at 
Santa Cruz. n 

She w'as invited by political 
friends to visit Azul in 1973 during 
which time the leftist Peronist 
government of Hector Campora 
took pow'er. 

In an effort to interview Tala¬ 
mante in prison, where she shares a 
cell block with about 24 female 
prisoners, this reporter touched 
i several-bases. Legally, however, she 
is only allowed to be visited by her 
lawyer, Embassy officials (one of 
i whom visited her last on January 
! 28, nearly four months since the 
; previous visit) or next of kin. 

It was easy to find Talamante s 
former defense lawyer’s house on 
| Calle Irigoyen: it was the only one 
j on the block missing its front wall, 
the result of a plastic bomb blast on 
December 11.

'used to convict his client (two 
automatic pistols and guerrilla 
propaganda) was planted by the 
police, Perez was discouraged by 
the recent convictions: “Everyone 
involved in this case,” he said, “has 
been made an example of even if 
they w-ere not leftists.” 

Dr. Dante Ipolito, the judge 
w'ho convicted Talamante, has since 
retired, his family threatened by 
vigilantes because he did not pass 
heavier sentences on the defend¬ 
ants. 

Talamante received three 
years, the minimum sentence un¬ 
der the state of siege offenses. With 
good behavior, which the prison 
authorities claimed to be the case,« 
she was eligible for parole after!

American Embassy officials, 
sensitive about widespread criti¬

Embassy officials claim that 


Ambassador; .Robert Hill spoke di-| 
rectly with Argentine Interior Min- 1 
„ ister Angel Robledo to request 
" Talamante’s release. Under the 
state of siege law's, detained per¬ 
sons come directly under executive 
power. The Embassy declined rt to 
give the details of Robledo’s appar¬ 
ently negative response to Ambas¬ 
sador Hill’s request. 

Embassy officials make no ef¬ 
fort to conceal their annoyance 
over Talamante’s handling of her 
case w'hich has received considera¬ 
ble attention in the U.S. They feel 
that her first mistake, once on trial, 

. was to tell Judge Ipolito that she 
had been kicked, ■ beaten and tor¬ 
tured by Azul police upon her 
f arrest. 

J She claimed that police had 
| tortured her by applying severe 
electric shocks to the joints of her 
toes, fingers and knees and to her 
thighs, teeth and breasts during 
interrogation. She said she had also 
been threatened with rape. 

Her second mistake, the think-, 
ing goes, was to refuse to accept the 
guilty verdict and to appeal to a 
higher court to establish her inno¬ 
cence. Had she not appealed the 
verdict, she might have been pa¬ 
roled and deported as early as last 
October, Embassy officials claim. 

On February 2, according to 
Embassy officials, her appeal was 
submitted to the provincial court in 
La Plata which will decide to re¬ 
open the case or uphold Tala¬ 
mante’s conviction by the end of 
February. (It had been reported in 
October that Embassy officials said 
she had dropped her appeal). 

When visited by a consular 
official on January 28, she was 
supposed to have expressed her 
desire to leave Argentina “as soon 
as possible,” hoping to be expelled 
after the appeal. 

Because her visa has expired 
since imprisonment, her release 
will be automatically followed j 
her arrest by Argentine immigra'* 
tion officials w'ho will process her 
immediate deportation, the Embas- 
sy sources claimed._

On 11/10/75, during coverage of a demonstration at 
the Argentine Consulate General, 870 Market Street, San 
Francisco, by the OLGA TALAMONTE Defense Committee, an un¬ 
identified participant in the demonstration identified the 
main speaker and spokeswoman of the Talamontes as MARIA 
ACOSTA. ACOSTA was further described as a member of the 
San Francisco Mime Troupe. 

During the course of a conversation with SA HENRY, 
ACOSTA stated that she was a member of the Mime Troupe and a 
old friend of the TALAMONTE family. 

Review of San Francisco indices revealed MARIA 
ACOSTA was the Subject of Bufile 100-465208, SF file 100- 
71897, and LA file 100-77408. ACOSTA has been involved, at 
least since 1971, in radical activities. She has been re¬ 
ported as a member of "Los Mascarones" (The Masked Ones), a 
Mexican guerilla theater group. ACOSTA made application to 
participate in the Fourth Venceremos Brigade (VB) trip to 
Cuba, but did not go. ACOSTA has been reported as am officer 
in the San Fernando Valley State College Chapter of^Movimiento 
Estudiantil Chicano de Atzlan (MECHA).

In a recent letter she 
1 reported that shortly after being 
arrested she was tortured 
through the use of electric 
shock. 

Eduardo Tala- 
mpnte, parents of Olga, have* 
traveled from their home in 
GBroy where Eduardo Tala- 
j mfente works as an agricultural-: 
worker to San Francisco to meet 


with Ricardo Elizondo, Argen¬ 
tine consul in San Francisco. The 
meeting was of little avail ac¬ 
cording to Sr. Talamente.

Friends and supporters of Olga 
Talamante from such diverse 
groups as the Emergency Com¬ 
mittee to ■ Defend Democracy' in 
Chile, membersVof various com¬ 
munity groups, the Communist 
party, and members of the 
■Talamante ' family attended r th‘e 
vigil.

In an interview with The 
People’s World, Sra. Eduardo 
Talamante stated that she and 
her husband had been, attacked 
as welfare recipients who sent a 
daughter through college on 
.scholarships. “Nunca -hemos re-

of welfare” she said. Seven 
years of picking fruit and other 
crops in this area before Eduar¬ 
do Talamante finally found 
steady employment on a ranch 
in the Gilroy area.
